The  stage  is  now  being  set  and 
final  plans  perfected  for  the  great¬ 
est  Emphasis  on  stewardship  ever 
sponsored  by  Mississippi  Baptists, 
it  has  been  revealed  by  Dr.  Ches¬ 
ter  L.  Quarles,  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Rev.  Joe  Abrams,  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Promotion.

God’s  Purpose  In  Grace

In  1952  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  elected 
their  presid  e  n  t 
by  the  greatest 
majority  in  his¬ 
tory.  The  suc¬ 
cessful  candidate 
in  an  election 
feels  a  great  deal 
of  pride  in  being  “the  people’s 
choice.”  Every  child  of  God  can 
take  even  greater  pride  in  being 
“God’s  choice."  As  Baptists  we 
believe  “that  election  is  the  eter¬ 
nal  purpose  of  God.” 

There  ia  a  great  deal  of  uncer¬ 
tainty  about  the  outcome  of  some* 
elections  in  our  nation.  In  1948  one 1 
of  the  nation’s  outstanding 'news¬ 
papers  reported  the  wrong  person 
winner  and  before  the  final  report 
revealed  victory  for  hia  opponent. 
There  is  no  such  uncertainty  in 
God's  election.  It  is  His  eternal 
purpose  to  regenerate,  sanctify, 
and  save  sinners. 

In  some  other  nations  of  the 
world  there  has  been  no  such  un¬ 
certainty  as  to  the  outcome  of  elec¬ 
tions,  because  actually  there  was 
no  element  of  choice.  Only  one  can¬ 
didate's  name  was  allowed  on  the 
ballot.  According  to  God’s  eternal 
purpose  of  grace  His  election  is 
“perfectly  consistent  with  the  free 
agency  of  man.  It  comprehends 
all  the  means  in  connection  with 
the  end.” 

God’s  purpose  so  operates  that 
man  does  have  a  ahoice.  Since 
man's  freedom  of  will  is  respect¬ 
ed,  God's  purpose  of  grace  en¬ 
courages  the  use  of  every  means 
possible  to  bring  men  to  the  right 
choice,  that  thereby  they  may  re¬ 
veal  In  their  experience  the  eternal 
purpose  of  God.

BEATRICE.  Nebraska  (RNS)  — 

A  change  in  the  religious  ministry 
a<  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  at 
Wes*  Point  to  bring  it  under  the 
Army  Chaplains  Corps  was  advo¬ 
cated  by  the  American  Lutheran 
Church  at  ita  14th  biennial  conven¬ 
tion  here.

R  is  compulsory 
for  cadets  to  attend  tbe  cadet  Cha¬ 
pel,  while  attendance  at  the  Army 
Chapel  is  voluntary.

Guest  Editorial

Southern  Baptists  are  faced 
with  the  problem  of  keeping  wor¬ 
ship  nicanhtgful  and  at  the  same 
time  evangelism  fruitful  without 
the  sacrifice  of  either. 

Meeting  this  problem  requires 
first  that  we  rid  ourselves  of  too 
narrow  a  view  of  worship  and  a 
too  limited  view  of  evangelism, 
otherwise  worship  will  overem¬ 
phasise  the  ritual  and  evangelism 
will  under  emphasize  what  fol¬ 
lows  the  decision  to  accept  Christ 
as  Saviour  and  Lord. 

This  means  to  rethink  the 
meaning  of  worship  and  evangel¬ 
ism  and  see  the  primary  aim  of 
both  is  to  win  to  Christ,  build 
up  in  Christ  and  send  out  for' 
Christ. 

The  aim  of  both  is  to  show 
what  it  means  to  be  a  disciple  of 
Christ  and  direct  them  in  fuller 
Christian  living  by  opening  their 
ears  to  hear  God’s  voice,  lifting 
their  eye s  to  see  God,  and  yield¬ 
ing  their  wills  to  God’s  will  that 
they  walk  with  God  in  God’s  way 
of  life  for  them. 

Meaningful  worship  requires 
a  worthy  response  on  the  part  of 
the  worshiper  to  the  nature  and 
action  of  God  as  revealed  in 
the  Bible  and  demonstrated  in  the 
life  of  Christ.  The  mind  is  fixed 
on  who  God  is,  what  God  has 
given,  is  giving  and  will  give. 

Overemphasis  on  any  one  part 
of  worship  or  under  emphasis  on 
any  one  phase  of  evangelism 
weakens  the  worth  of  worship  and 
lessens  the  effectiveness  of  evan¬ 
gelism.  The  hymns  sung,  the 
money  given,  and  the  prayers  of¬ 
fered  are  confessions  of  the  fact 
that  our  persons  and  possessions 
are  God's;  that  they  are  token  of¬ 
ferings  teaching  that  labor  is 
wrought  and  life  lived  for  his  sake. 
Both  honor  the  word  of  God  which 
is  the  authoritative  guide  book  in 
a  world  of  disorder,  lawlessness, 
and  unbelief. 

Worship  and  evangelism  aim  at 
honoring  God’s  word  in  the  heart, 
proclaiming  it  with  the  lips  and 
living  it  in  daily  life.  Scripture 
calls  it  “adorning  the  doctrines” 
by  holy,  righteous,  and  clean  liv¬ 
ing.  Both  seek  a  genuine  spiritual 
awakening  and  response,  express 
expectancy  of  God’s  using  us  in  a 
good  work,  therefore  they  must 
awaken  dormant  consciences, 
arouse  interest  and  issue  in  action. 

Worship  without  evangelism  is 
a  misnomer  as  is  evangelism  with¬ 
out  worship.  Evangelism  should 
have  a  central  place  in  worship 
and  worship  a  central  place  in 
evangelism.  Evangelism  is  the  life 
blood  of  leaching,  preaching,  and 
Worshiping,  hence  a  wrorship  pro¬ 
gram  without  an  evangelistic  aim 
is  one  without  vitality,  power  and 
a  projK-r  perspective. 

.Worship  without  evangelism 


may  be  likened  to  a  farmer  who " 
plows  the  field,  prepares  the  soil, 
sows  the  seed,  and  cultivates  the 
crop  but  does  not  seek  to  liarvest 
the  ri|>e  grain.  Evangelism  without 
worship  is  like  a  farmer  gathering 
the  grain  and  failing  to  use  it. 
Neither  worship  nor  evangelism  is 
an  end  within  itself,  but  both  seek 
to  produce  full  grown  men  and 
women  in  Christ. — Released  by 
Baptist  Cress.

State  Missions 
Is  Scriptural 

“  .  .  it  behooved  Christ  to  suf¬ 
fer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the 
third  day  and  that  repentance  and 
remission  of  sins  should  be  * 
preached  in  His  name  among  all 
nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.”

If  we.  as  Christian  witnesses, 
are  to  win  the  world  to  Christ,  we 
must  have  strong  local  churches. 
Strong  churches  here  in  our  state 
will  mean  a  strong  foundation  for 
mission  work  in  other  parts  of 
this  country  and  in  other  coun¬ 
tries. 

According  to  Dr.  L.  L.  Carpen¬ 
ter,  Editor  of  North  Carolina’s 
Biblical  Recorder,  “It  would  seem 
that  State  Missions  has  the  three¬ 
fold  task  of  establishing  churches, 
nurturing  churches,  and  enlisting 
churches  .  .  .  State  Missions  keeps 
us  believing  in  world  missions  by 
constantly  revealing  w'hat  missions 
can  do  right  at  home.  State 
mission  work  puts  a  responsible 
promotional  force  close  to  the 
hearts  of  the  |>eople.  It  points  out 
Baptist  mission  objects  close  at 
home.  They  can  be  seen  at  first 
hand  in  all  their  challenging  op¬ 
portunities.  State  mission  work 
keeps  alive  and  warm  the  zeal  for 
missions,  without  which  no  church 
can  long  prosper  in  the  work  of 
Kingdom  building.”

Information  About 
State  Messengers 

Each  year  several  requests  come 
to  the  Baptist  Record  for  infor¬ 
mation  about  the  number  of  mes¬ 
sengers  each  church  is  entitled  to 
send  to  the  Baptist  State  Conven¬ 
tion.  We  quote  below  Article  IV, 
Sections  1  and  2: 

Article  IV. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall 
be  composed  of  messengers  from 
the  regular  white  Baptist  churches 
in  Mississippi  in  harmony  and  co¬ 
operation  with  the  purposes  of  the 
Convention. 

Section  2.  Each  church  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  messenger  for  the 
first  one  hundred,  or  fraction 
thereof,  of  its  membership,  and 
one  messenger  for  each  additional 
hundred  members  or  major  frac¬ 
tion  thereof,  but  no  church  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  mes¬ 
sengers. 

This  means  that  every  church 
described  in  Section  One,  how¬ 
ever  large  or  small,  is  entitled  to 
at  least  one  messenger.  Churches 
are  entitled  to  one  messenger  if 
they  have  100  members  or  less, 
however  few  that  may  be. 
Churches  of  more  than  100  are 
entitled  to  on*  messenger  for 
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.  'every  10W  or  fraction  thereof.  For 
example,  a  church  with  155  mem¬ 
bers  is  entitled  to  two  messen¬ 
gers;  so  is  the  church  with  196. 
Churches  with  267  are  entitled  to 
three  messengers.  A  church  with 
597  is  entitled  to  six. 

Note  that  no  church,  however 
large,  is  entitled  to  more  than  ten 
messengers.

BaUy  didactic,  and  consequently, 
Its  content  constitutes  its  message 
rhere  are  certain  peculiarities 
■bout  the  books  of  Job.  Proverbs, 
and  Ecclesiastes.  While  it  is  true 
hat  the  peculiarly  Hebrew  titles 
V  God  are  found  in  all  of  them, 
pet  aH  the  references  to  law  and 
Mtual.  the  sacrifices  and  ceremony 
with  which  the  other  Did  Testa¬ 
ment  books  abound,  are  absent 
kom  these.  While  preeminently  re- 
Igious,  they  are  yet  primarily  phil¬ 
osophic 

They  are  the  only  three  books' 
if  the  wisdom  literature  of  the 
Hebrew  people  in  the  Bitfe.  The 
■leaning  of  wisdom  as  applied  to 
hese  writings  is  exactly  what  is 
blended  today  by  the  common  use 
M  the  word  philosophy  The  word 
“philosophy"  does  not  mean  wis 
lom.  but  the  love  of  wisdom.  A

Shown  above  is  the  new  educa¬ 
tional  building  of  the  East  Howard 
Church,  Biloxi,  which  was  used  for 
the  first  time  on  October  3,  when 
the  Sunday  School  broke  all  pre¬ 
vious  attendance  records.  The  | 
building  is  valued  at  $60,000  and 
has  facilities  for  500  people.  For 
over  a  year  crowded  conditions 
have  prevailed  in  the  main  build¬ 
ing  of  the  'church.  Classes  had  to 
meet  in  hallways,  on  porches,  in 
the  auditorium,  and  in  the  pastor’s 
home  next  door. 

The  building  is  a  two-story  brick, 
structure,  110  feet  by  63  feet,  with 
15,000  square  feet  of  floor  space,  j 
It  enables  the  church  for  the  first! 
time  to  have  a  completely  depart¬ 
mentalised  Sunday  School  and. 
Training  Union. 

The  first  floor  of  the  building

ing  set  up  by  the  recreation  com¬ 
mittee.  The  church  office  and  pas¬ 
tor’s  study  are  located  on  the  first 
floor  as  well  as  the  church  li¬ 
brary,  two  fully  equipped  nurser¬ 
ies,  beginner  department,  adult 
department,  kitchen  and  four  adult 
class  rooms. 

During  the  past  18  months,  the 
church  has  enjoyed  a  phenomenal 
growth.  Formerly  known  as  the 
Second  Baptist  church,  its  total 
membership  now  is  524.  Of  this 
number.  260  people  have  joined 
within  the  last  18  months.  The 
Sunday  School  has  grown  from 
125  to  260,  from  nine  classes  to  22 
classes.

We  cannot  divorce  ourselves 
from  our  possessions.  Money  alone 
on  the  altar  is  not  stewardship. 
To  be  well  pleasing  before  God  we 
must  of  necessity  accompany  our 
gift  on  the  altar.  Selfishness,  that 
greedy  monster  that  devours  the 
tithe,  must  be  nailed  to  the  cross. 
“Son,  give  me  thine  heart.”  When 
God  gets  the  heart,  he  will  have 
the  gold. 

Stewardship  is  a  family  affair. 
The  world  is  one  vast  family.  As 
long  as  people  are  in  need,  they 
are  in  our  back  yard.  God  is  call¬
